“This was a reckless act,’ he, said. “But the 
judge said there was no evidence of recklessness."” 

Asked if he thought the idea of a reckless killing 
would have had‘an effect on the jury's verdict, 
Bolton said it would have been discussed, but nat 
intensely. 

“Several of us own shotguns. When you point a 
weapon, a shotgun, and the result is a hole 1-inch 
in diameter, that is not a whole lot of involuntary 
anything,’’ Bolton said. 

Defense testimony Tuesday centered on the 
credibility of Houser’s identification of Arnett’s 
car.

opposites meet: The Arnett-Scrum case

GRANITE CITY — Gene Arnett car- 
ried a shotgun and a past. Todd Scrum 
faced a bright boy’s future. 

At 29, Gene had a string of juvenile 
offenses followed by nine years at Men- 
ard Prison for committing two armed 
robberies. He bore the signs of noncon- 
formity — long hair, tattoos. He had 
problems. 

He stole his father’s shotgun. 

At 21, Todd Scrum had a loving fami- 
ly, close friends, lettered in cross coun- 
try at Granite City High School, and 
was a cheerleader earning good grades 
as a marketing major at Quincy Col- 
lege. 

Todd was home on fall break. Arnett 
was free on parole. 

The paths of the two Granite City 
men crossed about 1 a.m. Saturday, 
Oct. 25, on Interstate 270, near Illinois 
111. 

How it really happened is anyon 
guess. Gene’s attorney this week tried 
to support the idea that Todd side- 
swiped Gene’s car and made an 
obscene gesture.

“(Todd) was not that kind of kid,”

The- result of the encounter is clear. 
Gene raised the stolen shotgun, fired 
and the blast struck Todd in the head. 
Todd’s car left the westbound lane of 
1-270, struck a guardrail about-one mile 
east of 111, traveled about 100 feet far- 
ther and stopped. Todd was pronounced 
dead within two hours. 

Police first reported the incident as a 
one-car traffic. accident. Later, when 
the body was more closely inspected, 
investigators found shotgun pellets and 
announced the first in what became a 
string of highway sniping incidents in 
the St. Louis area that eventually: 
gained international attention. 

While police began the task of trying 
to identify Todd's killer, Gene was help- 
ing to build a case against himself by 
telling friends what he’d done. They 
didn't believe him, not until they heard 
the news reports. 

Todd’s father, mother, sister and two 
brothers listened Friday as Gene’s for- 
mer girlfriend, Vicki Cleveland, 25, 
Alton, testified before a Madison Coun- 


ty Circuit Court jury that she was 
among those Gene wanted to know 
about the shooting. He called her to 
make sure she saw the news report 
about Todd’s death. 7s 

Gene was boasting about murdering 
an unarmed college kid.

Ili 
nois residents have, for the most 
part, been accustomed to a plen- 
tiful supply of water. Communi- 
ties can usually avoid harsh 
water use limitation measures 
by developing conservation plans 
early.” 

Water Survey groundwater sci- 
entists say that if the present sit- 
uation of little or no rain contin- 
ues andthe demand for water 
continues to increase, groundwa 
ter supply problems may occur 
in some areas of the state. 

The groundwater supplies in 
most areas of the state are ade- 

uate, but as the high water 
lemand continues, pumpage and 
storage problems could arise, 

Wells that are Iess than 50 to 
70 feed deep, depending on their 
location, are the wells that are 
most susceptible to groundwater 
shortages as ‘a result of below-

Sometimes the question arises as to 

. whether a worker's injury is compensable if it 
was sustained off the employer’s premises. In 
one recent case, a nurse was leaving the 
hospital where she worked and heading 
toward her car which was parked on a public 
parking lot. As she approached her vehicle, 
she was struck by another car which was leav- 
ing the parking-lot. The question then arose 

- as to whether she was entitled to Workers’ 
Compensation benefits.: 

Illinois taw provides that injuries which oc- 
cur off the employer's premises are genesally 
not compensable unless (1) the employee's 
presence was required in the performance of 
his or her duties and (2) the employee is 
thereby exposed toa risk common_to the 
general public but to a degree greater than 
other persons. In-one case decided in 1986, an 
employee punched her time clock, walked ap- 
proximately 20 feet, and exited the building 
through a deorway she was instructed to use. 








The employer argued that her injuries were 
not compensable since they were sustained 
on ‘private property. The Industrial Commis- 
siop found that the access claimant used was 
the one required for use by the employer, and 
therefore incidental to her-assigned duties. 
The Industrial Commission also found that 
the flurry of exiting employees, combined 
with the icy sidewalk conditions, created a 
risk to which the claimant was more suscepti- 
ble than the general public. The Industrial 
Commission thus concluded that the ciai- 
mant's injury was compensable. This ‘deci- 
sion was later affirmed by the Appellate 
Court.

T am strongly in favor of the 
overnor’s proposal because it 
ludes_reinstatement of the 
in¢ome tax exemption for the 
‘blind and the elderly, and it 
brings retirement across the 
‘ board for teachers and other 
state employees back upto 60 
percent of funding. Retirement 
Payout last year was cut to 44 
percent in the governor’s sum- 
mer_cuts. 


The governor’s proposal as 


preeemted will raise roughly $1.3 
illion. Of these dollars, $798 
million (71 percent) is earmark- 
ed for education; $327 million (29 
ercent) is designated -for 
juman services. de 

In a breakdown of the educa- 
tion budget, $437 million goes to 
elementary and secondary edu- 
cation; $217 million goes to 
higher-education;#$15 million for 
job training; and $129 million for 
retirement. . 

Among the several agencies 
receiving increases under the 
governor’s proposal in human 
Services, public aid would 
receive $112 million; mental 
health, $84 million; Department 
of Children and Family Services, 
$46 million; Comprehensive 


Health Insurance Program, $22 
million; and the Department on 
Aging, $13 million 

I believe there are three 
important things to remember 
with this budget proposal: 

1. It is the first’ step toward 
making a bigger commitment to 
education in Illinois 

2. It reinstates the tax exemp- 
tion for the blind and the elderly 
which was re; led on the state 
level by the change in the feder- 
al tax law, and also increases 
retirement funding to 60 percent. 

3. This proposal is not carved 
in granite. The General Assem 
bly, during the last weeks of the 
spring session, will be working 
together to send to the governor. 
a tax plan which is dedicated to 


education and human services. 

This proposal today contains 
no gasoline tax;. no projects for 
Build Uhnois 

This is a no-nonsense tax 
approach which is aimed at pro- 
viding more dollars for educa- 
tion and human services. 

The governor stated in his 
address that this tax increase 
will not take place without 
reform in Chicago schools.

When 
they are allowed to run loose they pick 
up fleas and diseases and have to many 
times fight for their lives. -

A simple solution to the packs-of 
dogs and cats that run loose around 
Granite City would be a law requiring 
pets to have ID collars with the owner’s 
name and address. When a cat-or dog 
is found running loose the owner should 
be fined. If if has no ID then it should 
be put to sleep as a stray. -

trash in the alley two or three times a 
week after the cans were turned over 
by stray dogs, having dogs bark and 
nip at my feet while I was going for a 
walk, and seeing my children and 
grandchildren chased by stray dogs.

ly take a picture of your picture, 
Ours will contain little black 
dots. 9 

Dots are important. Without 
them the printing press could 
not put the photo images on the 
newspaper page you're holding. 
See Paul -Simon’s picture there 
to the left? Look closely. See 
those dots I’ve been talking 
about? Those ink. dots taken 
together form an image and if 
they. weren’t there the ink would 
run together, making a smudge 
of Paul’s face. 

In the case of itty-bitty faces; 
they may be composed of just a 
few dots. Facial characteristics 
will be lost. In short, the. face 
won't be recognized. 

The solution to itty-bitty heads 
is to get closer to the subject. 
You usually want to show a per- 
son’s -face, not the whole body,

In Illinois, where Peabody’s 
six mines and related facilities 
employ more than 2,700 workers, 
its total economic contribution 
was more than $246 million. 

Peabody’s Illinois operations 
paid about $145 million in wages 
and fringe benefits to local 
employees in 1987 and purchased 
more than $67 million in goods 
and services. In addition, Pea- 
body’s Iinois operations. paid 
more than $34 million in taxes of 
all kinds last year. 

Peabody Holding, headquar- 
tered in St. Louis, is the rest 
of Peabody Coal Co,, Henderso: 
Ky.; Eastern Associated Coal 
Corp., Charleston, W.Va.; and 
St. Louis-based Peabody ‘Devel- 
opment. Co., as well as 40 other 
subsidiaries and affiliates 
engaged in coal mining, market- 
ing, processing and transporting 
coal. 

Peabody companies sold 79.2 
million tons of coal in 1987, gen- 
erating $1.76 billion in revenues. 
Net ineome for the year was $74 
million, down from the $101 mil- 
lion reported the prior year. 

Peabody's .Illinois Division, 
headquartered in Fairview 
Heights, is responsible for oper- 
ating Baldwin, Marissa and Riv- 
er King No. 6 Mines near Maris- 
sa; Mine No. 10, Pawnee; Eagle 
No. 2, Shawneetown; and River 
King No. 1, Freeburg. 

The division is also responsi- 
ble for Rogers County No. 2, a 
surface mine in Oklahoma. Pea- 
body restructured its Illinois 
operations in 1987 to improve 
efficiency and to enhance its 
price competitiveness. 

“We are in a market that is 
plagued by coal production over- 
capacity,”’ said THinois Division 
President John C. “Jack” Ben- 
nett. *‘In 1987, we closed our Will 
Scarlet Mine and reduced man- 
power at other locations to 
adjust to pressures from a weak 
market for high-sulfur coal.’"

High costs forced a reduction 
in the work force at Eagle No. 2 
Mine in December, but if pro- 
ductivity goals are achieved, the 
mine will continue to ship coal 
to Gulf Power Co. under a new 
20-year agreement that went into 
effect in February 1988. 

At year-end, Peabody Hold- 
ing’s assets stood at $2.45 billion 
including 8.6 billion tons of eco- 
nomically recoverable coal 
reserves owned and controlled in 
15 states. 

These totals were increased by 
the March 1987 acquisition of 
Eastern Gas and Fuel Associ- 
ates’ coal operations and 
reserves in West Virginia valued 
at $152 million. 

Peabody Holding subsidiaries 
were operating 43 surface and 
underground mines in 10 states 
at Dec. 31. Peabody shipped 18 
million tons from Appalachian 
coal fields, 33 million tons from 
its Midwestern mines and 28 mil- 
lifh tons from the Western 
region in 1987.

In 1987, Peabody Holding sub- 
Sidiaries sold 66.4 million tens of 
coal to domestic electric utili- 
ties. This coal’ was shipped to 50 
major U.S. ntility customers and 
used by 76 power plants located 
in 23 states. ’ 

Peabody’s sales represent 
about 9 percent of the total 
domestic utility consumption of 
coal and nearly 5 percent of all 
fuels used by domestic electrical 
utilities. 

In addition, Peabody sold 
nearly 9 million tons of coal in 
1987 to a variety of U.S. industri- 
al customers who use the coal to 
produce their own electricity and 
steam ‘power or in the manufac- 
turing of steel. 

The company also shipped 
more than 5 million tons_of -coal 
to export customers in 14 coun- 
tries of —Europe, Canada, South 
America and the Far East. 

Peabody Holding is owned by 
five firms: Newmont Mining 
Corp., New York (which owns 
49.97 percent); Bechtel Invest- 
ments -Inc., San Francisco, the 
Boeing Co., Seattle, and Eastern 
Gas and Fuel Associates, Boston 
(each with 15.01 percent); and 
The Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of the United States, 
New York (5 percent) 

If it were a publicly-traded 
company, Peabody Holding 
would have ranked.201 on the 
Fortune 500 list of the largest 
industrial corporations.
